Offered as Union's Program 
To Cure Salmon Industry Ills 


LASKA FISHERMAN’S UNION program for cure 
of the ills of the Alaska salmon canning indus- 
try was set out in an interesting letter to this 

journal, received just at press time. 

George Johansen, secretary-treasurer of the union, 
writing of the “adverse market conditions and the 
dark outlook pertaining to the Alaska canned salmon 
industry,” says: 

“We are in full agreement that some remedy must 
be found to correct this situation. The Alaska Fisher- 
men’s Union is interested in maintaining a constant 
supply of jobs in Alaska, and we have at various 
times offered suggestions relative to what we think 
should be done in order to rectify some of the troubles 
which now beset both the union and the industry.” 

Mr. Johansen writes that the union is in disagree- 
ment with the position of the Alaska Salmon Industry, 
Inc., “that wages and fish prices must be cut.” How- 
ever, careful examination of the statements of the 
industry in declaring the necessity of lower canned 
salmon costs, and in reopening all its labor contracts 
for negotiation, fails to show that such a position has 
been taken. 

Alaska Fishermen's Union program for cure of the 
salmon fishery’'s ills is set forth by Mr. Johansen thus 

“In order once more to make the salmon industry a 
healthy one, we think two things are necessary: 

“First: The volume of fish canned in Alaska must 
be built up. The only way to increase volume is to 
build up the fish runs to their former high levels. This 
can be done by a progressive and sensible conserva- 
tion program, one which will take all the aspects 
concerning conservation into consideration, and not 
one which is merely based on shortening fishing time 
and gear... . We feel that in order to have an ade- 
quate program all factors concerning conservation 
must be taken into consideration, such as control of 
predators: seagulls, trout, beluga whales, hair seals 
and sea lions. We believe that the tagging program 
should be greatly expanded, and that a weather- 
eye should be kept open on the Japanese fishing 
along our coast so they will not be able by their 
tactics to nullify our efforts along the line of con- 
servation. 

“Secondly: We believe that we need protection 
against foreign importations of fishery products. Cer- 
tainly foreign interests can outsell us on our markets 
because most of such products are produced consid- 
erably cheaper than ours. We feel that in the past 
our State Department has not cooperated very much 
with the fishing industry and that we need some kind 
of protection 

We also believe that the intention of the Alaska 
Salmon Industry, Inc., in advertising their products 
is a step in the right direction, and one which will no 
doubt produce results.”

Policy of the new 
Interior in regard to Alaska is of the 
utmost importance, not alone to the 
fisheries, but to the entire Territory 
and every man and woman in it 

Interior's espousal of the Margold 
Doctrine early in the Ickes adminis- 
tration, and the acts and threats 
which followed as a result, have had 
a blighting effect upon the economy 
of the Territory for a dozen years 

Industries have not dared develop 
the Territory while the threat persist 
ed of wholesale delivery of fantastic 
areas into Indian reservations. What 
began as a do-gooder doctrine in the 
thinking of the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs, under Ickes, Krug and Chap 
man was expanded into a means by 
which Interior could obtain dominant 
authority over much of Alaska’s re 
authority which would per- 
sist in perpetuity, even after Alaska 
became a state

Pacific Northwest fisheries hope in 
the McKay administration of Interior 
to find friendlier policy when it comes 
to power development. As Governor 
of Oregon, Douglas McKay has 
favored full development of the re- 
gion, but has shown no liking for 
blind development of power for 
power’s sake, regardless of its effect 
upon the other resources, the recrea- 
tion and the broad economy of the 
region. 

Intelligent fish men of Oregon and 
Washington believe that hydro-elec- 
tric development should begin in the 
higher tributaries of streams, and par- 
ticularly those already impaired or 
not suitable for fish life; and that 
migratory fish life should and can 
be protected in any water utilization 
program. They expect a sympathetic 
response from Secretary McKay, and 
whoever is selected to head the Bonne- 
vile Power Administration, the 
Bureau of Land Management and the 
Bureau of Reclamation under his 
administration 


What Changes Will Come 
In Fish and Wildlife? 


Some changes are to be expected 
in personnel as well as policy in the 
Fish and Wildlife Service. 

Seth Gordon, at present director of 
the California Department of Fish and 
Game, is reported to be under con- 
sideration for the position of director 
of the Fish and Wildlife Service. An 
observer from the national capital re- 
ports to Pacific Fisherman that Mr 
Gordon’s candidancy has “active sup- 
port of the most powerful character”. 
As he came to his present position 
under Governor Earl Warren, char- 
acter of that support is perhaps not 
too difficult to surmise 

Mr. Gordon is a careerist in fish 
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and game administration, having 
come to California from Pennsylvania 

Commercial fishermen and_ oper- 
ators will take keen interest in any 
changes affecting the position of 
fisheries in the Fish and Wildlife 
Service. They feel strongly that Fish 
should be separate from Wildlife in 
whatever Federal agency is charged 
with authority over the nation’s 
aquatic resources; and that interests 
of industrial and recreational fishing 
alike demand that Fish have adminis- 
trative identity, and no longer be 
subordinate to the Wildlife branch. 

As evidence of this domination they 
point to the fact that all six regional 
directors of the Fish and Wildlife 
Service were drawn from the person- 
nel of the former Biological Survey, 
as were both of the men who have 
held the position of director of the 
Service since its organization in In- 
terior. 

They believe also that, if Fisheries 
are to remain within the jurisdiction 
of Interior, they must be protected 
from the intrenched enmities of such 
agencies as the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs, Reclamation and Land Man- 
agement and the Office of the Terri- 
tories. True, the heads of these 
agencies will change; but the enmity 
lies at lower levels, in individuals pro- 
tected by civil service tenure. 


Industry Not Seeking 
Punitive Replacement 

Attitude of thoughtful elements in 
the fisheries toward ‘‘the task ahead” 
was reflected effectively in the re- 
marks with which W. C. Arnold, 
managing director of the Alaska Sal- 
mon Industry, Inc., opened his annual 
report to that organization, saying: 

“Many of us hope that business and 
industry will operate in a more 
friendly governmental atmosphere in 
the years ahead. We cannot expect, 
or even want, the clock turned back. 
Time marches on, and social progress 
is the destiny of America. That 
which is good should be retained and 
improved. 

‘But, by the same token, that which 
is bad should be eradicated. We can 
hope and expect that the days of 
government-by-crony, mink coat and 
deep freeze are drawing to an end. 
We can be sure that the control of our 
government will be in the hands of 
people who believe in America and the 
American way. 

“We cannot and should not expect 
that one bunch of cronies’ and 
favorites will be bounced just in order 
to make room for another. 

“Public office is a public trust, and 
no man should expect or 
preferential treatment or considera- 
tion because of party affiliation, party 
influence, or acquaintanceship in high 
places. Any contention that such 
practices have prevailed in the past, no 
matter how well supported by fact, 
fails utterly to justify their continu- 
ance,”

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Tuna Pack Tops §-Miullion Cases 


California ended 1952 with canned- 
tuna production exceeding 8,000,000 
cases and landed fish tonnage around 
184,000 tons. The 1951 pack was 
7,440,257 cases, canned from 173,236 
tons. 

November saw 10,853 tons delivered 
to Los Angeles-Long Beach harbors 
and to San Diego, with 468,231 cases 
packed. San Diego received 5,441 
tons, packed 216,046 cases. The 
northern district flumed 5,412 tons, 
canned 252,185 cases. 

The closest estimates to December 
deliveries were that the tuna clipper 
fleet unloaded around 16,000 tons and 
the purse seine fleet 500 tons. Alba- 
core was still being brought to Termi- 


nal Island canneries, mostly trucked 
down from points as far north as 
Monterey. 

Imports of raw tuna were small 
during the last two months of 1952 
At Los Angeles harbor, of the 1162 
tons of Albacore delivered, only 110 
tons was imported from Japan. 

To December the year’s Albacore 
deliveries to Southern California can- 
neries totalled 29,900 tons. Of this 
amount 10,300 tons was imported 
Japanese frozen, giving the domestic 
fleets a total of 19,600 tons, far bet- 
ter than 1951, while all of California 
received 21,860 tons, of which 6,288 
were imported. 


The purse seine fleet considered 
1952 satisfactory from the standpoint 
of tuna catches. The year ended with 
the vessels wrapping 27,000 tons, far 
in excess of the previous year. Some 
what promising was the improved 
Bluefin catch, to October, 2,078 tons 

Percentage of the catch of the huge 
tuna clipper fleet continued to decline 
as it has for the past several years 
Of the gross deliveries for 1952, the 
hook-and-liners got 118,000 tons 
Domestic Albacore fishermen brought 
in 23,500 tons; purse seiners 27,000 
tons; imports of frozen Albacore, 
10,500 tons; imports of Yellowfin and 
Skipjack, 5,000 tons, for the round 
figure total of 184,060 tons 


Tuna Tariff Suffers Knock-Down: 
Fourth Round is Coming-up 


UNA tariff kettle will come to 


a boil again for the fourth time 
in a little over a year when the 


Tariff Commission and the Fish and 
Wildlife Service, about the end of 
February, make their separate reports 
to the Senate Finance committee in 
response to its mandate uttered last 
June after the Senate rejected the 
temporary 3c duty on imported frozen 
tuna. 

The Tariff Commission in Novem- 
ber gave what many observers believe 
is a tip-off of its majority attitude 

Immediately on the heels of its 
hearing on the effect of imports of 
frozen tuna on American fishermen 
and operators, the commission pub- 
lished the findings of its majority 
members on the question of adjust- 
ment of the tariff on imports of tuna 
and bonito canned in brine, and of 
bonito in oil 

In a split strictly along party lines, 
the three Democratic members of the 
commission decided: 

These commodities “are not being 
imported in such increased quantities 
either actual or relative, 
or threaten serious injury to the 
dometic industry producing like or 
directly competitive products.”

Report on Frozen 
Imports Due in Feb. 

This decision was rendered on the 
basis of the hearing held last last 
January in a case initiated by the 
California Fish Canners Association, 
seeking relief from the situation 
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created by heavy imports of tuna can- 
ned in brine, entering under a duty of 
121. as result of application of the 
trade agreement with Iceland 

The Republican members of the 
commission dissented from _ the 
majority decision in a minority opin- 
ion determined upon by both of them 
although one died before it was actu 
ally written. 

The hearings before the Tariff 
Commission in Washington just before 
the opinion was uttered were con- 
cerned primarily with the question of 
imports of frozen tuna, although the 
testimony dealt in some degree with 
the general subject of tuna imports 
fresh and frozen; canned in oil and 
in brine; plus bonito in oil and in 
brine 

They followed closely the pattern of 
the hearings held in Washington last 
winter before the Tariff Commission 
and the Senate Finance Commission 
save that both sides had substantially 
improved their presentations on the 
basis of experience and fact 

The data presented by both sides 
and the arguments drawn from the 
fact, showed the benefit of thorough 
preparation and keen interpretation 


Door Is Slammed on 
Canned Tuna Relief 


Attention swung sharply from the 


hearings with publication of the Tariff 
Commission findings 3eside slam- 
ming the door on any present hope of 
bringing the tariff on tuna in brine 
into line with the duty on tuna in oil 
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the decision is believed to give some 
broad hints as to the thinking and 
action to be expected from the Tariff 
Commission in its report to the Senate 
Finance Committee 

Following his return to the Pacific 
Coast from Washington, one of the 
leaders in the fight for a tariff on

Question of Com petition 
Crux of Entire Matter 


Crux of the Tariff Commission 
majority’s decision came in this state 
ment concerning tuna and bonito in 
brine and bonito in oil: 

“These lower-priced tuna and tuna- 
like products have 
with the lower-priced canned fish of 
other species (as well as a variety of 
other protein foods) than they have 
with tuna canned in oil”. 

Essentially on the basis of this 
sophistry, which could come only from 
a lack of information, lack of intelli- 
gence, or lack of honesty, the Demo- 
cratic majority based its decision that 
the American tuna industry has suf- 
fered no serious injury or threat of 
injury from imports of tuna and 
bonito canned in brine at less than 
one-third the duty levied on tuna can- 
ned in oil

1. Tuna canned in brine is cheaper 
than other tuna. 

2. Hence it competes with other 
cheap fish, not with tuna. 

3. American industry does not can

4. Hence, imports of tuna or bonito 
in brine do not injure or threaten “the 
domestic industry producing like or 
directly competitive products.” 

Acceptance by reasonable men of 
the thesis that tuna and bonito in 
brine do not compete with tuna can- 
ned in oil is extremely difficult to 
understand. Anyone who has seen 
and used tuna packed in the two 
styles will recognize that they are 
directly competitive. 


Dissenters Find Effect 
Of Imports “Devastating” 


Flat rejection of this thesis by the 
Republican members of the Tariff 
Commission is the basis for the dis- 
senting statement of the minority. 
The dissenters found that tuna and 
bonito in brine as result of the 121.2% 
duty, ‘reflecting existing trade-agree- 
ment concessions is being imported in 
such increased quantities, both actu- 
ally and relatively, as to cause serious 
injury to the domestic industry pro- 
ducing like or directly competitive 
products, and to threaten continuance 
of such injury”.

“When the flood of imports of tuna 
in oil was temporarly slowed down by 
the restitution of the original 45% 
duty ... the Japanese immediately 
switched to exporting tuna packed in 
brine, the duty on which is 1214.% 
pursuant to a reduction from 25% in 
the trade agreement with Iceland. As 
a result of this new development, the 
domestic tuna canning industry is now 
being even more seriously injured and 
threatened than ever before.” (Em- 
phasis supplied.) 

“Imported tuna in brine, and bonito 
in oul or in brine, are directly com- 
petitive with canned tuna in oil”. 
(Emphasis supplied, once more to 
bring out the fact that this is the 
crux of the entire matter.) 


"Fishing and Packing 
—One Industry” 


In a singularly pentrating analysis 
of the American tuna industry, Com- 
missioner Brossard, who wrote the 
minority dissenting report, had this to 
say: 

“Tine financial success or failure of 
the domestic fishing operations is tied 
directly to that of the domestic 
packers. The domestic tuna fisher- 
men sell virtually their entire catch to 
the domestic tuna canners, who own 
or finance part of the domestic tuna 
fishing fleet, and who pack and mar- 
ket the catch as tuna canned in oil 
The domestic fishing interests conse- 
quently have continued to be actively 
interested in this investigation. The 
domestic packers of tuna canned in 
oil are especially interested because 
imports of tuna packed in brine and 
bonito packed in oil or in brine com- 
pete directly with their product 
tuna canned in oil. This community 
of interest makes these groups 
fishing and packing -one industry”. 


Portugal Gets Into 
The Tuna Trade 


Anybody, anywhere in the world 
who can catch a tuna in his offshore 
waters looks to the U. S. to sell it 
Latest to look in this direction is Port- 
ugal. Joaquin “Jack’’ Canas, prom- 
inent San Diego tuna clipper operator, 
back from a visit to his native coun- 
try, gives this information. 

He said a Lisbon shipping and fish- 
eries concern has purchased two for- 
mer U. S. navy mine sweepers and 
converted them to tuna clippers at a 
total cost exceeding $1,000,000. 

The vessels are driven by 900-hp. 
diesels and have a top speed of 17 
knots, making them probably the 
fastest hook-and-liners in the world 
Fish capacity will be 450 tons. They 
will operate off the African banks, de 
livering their catches to a_ Lisbon 
packing plant.

This chart drawn by the Fish and Wildlife Service shows the area fished by the Japanese 
salmon fleet in 1952. C. E. Atkinson, Chief, Pacific Salmon Investigations, reports that Area A, 
east of 170° E longitude and nearest the North American continent, was fished in May and 
June only and 473,309 Reds, 409,313 Chum, 58,417 Pinks, 152 Kings and 178 Silvers were 
caught. Because of poor catches per unit of effort, was moved west of 170° E longitude to 
Area B where after July Ist the fleet took 264,180 Reds, 229,258 Chum, 642,740 Pinks, 1,213 
Kings, and 24,027 Silvers. A total of 941,369 fish were taken in May and June in Area A while

Alaskans Blame Traps For 


Law-Breaking By Seiners 


Leading-off with the usual hay 
makers delivered at salmon traps, the 
Alaska Fishery Board sent its annual 
recommendations to the Fish and 
Wildlife Service in December, spicing 
them with something new by way of 
variety 

This was the rather ingenious 
thinking that it is the existence of 
salmon traps which makes law en- 
forcement so difficult The Fishery 
Board reasons that (1) the fishermen 
of Alaska are opposed to traps; (2) 
they cannot be expected to obey the 
other provisions of a legal code which 
permits the use of traps 

The board also energetically at- 
tacks the Fish and Wildlife Service 
policy of limiting fisheries already ex 
ploited to the full to those forms of 
gear already engaged in them. The 
Board is for giving all forms of gear 
a crack at the fish, and for long sea- 
sons, with escapements provided for 
principally in weekly closures 

Closely condensed, the more im 
portant of the Board’s recommenda 
tions are: 

Bristol Bay Open the Bay to troll 
ing as well as to gillnetting, the troll 
seasons being the same as those in 
other open areas 

Permit limited

Cook Inlet--The Alaska Board gen- 
erally approves the Service’s scheme 
for administration on the basis of an 
experience curve. It thinks, however, 
that the idea could be extended to in- 
clude a graph based on gear, which 
would produce extension or contrac- 
tion of the weekly closed periods as 
quantity of gear rose or fell above the 
curve 

The Board favors permitting purse 
seines to operate in lower Cook Inlet, 
and thinks drift nets should be 
allowed above the Forelands. It again 
urges a one-mile distance interval be- 
tween traps. 

Prince William Sound More pro- 
tection for Pinks is recommended 
than the Service suggestions provide. 
The Board favors no Pink season, but 
rather a late season opening August 
12 in the northern waters of the 
Sound only, with the idea that only 
Chums would be taken. 

Copper River —A continuous season 
from May 1 to September 18 is 
recommended. 

Southeast Alaska The 30ard 
opposes an early June 24-July 10 sea- 
son for traps, but would “go along 
with” such a season if it was limited 
to seines, and open only three days a 
week j 

Approval is given the staggered 
opening for the main seasons; and 
also the fall Chum season, but it be- 
lieves fishing should be permitted 
over a much greater area than in 
1952. 

Taku Inlet A continuous season 
from April 1 to October 15 would be 
about right, the Board thinks, with 
72 hours a week closed

Pressure to Produce 
May Yield Only Loss 


Elaborating, he said: ‘‘We have 
developed a psychology in this in- 
dustry which will not tolerate the 
slightest delay or interference with 
preparatory work or the fishing and 
canning process. We have taught our- 
selves to believe that it is cheaper 
to meet every union demand than to 
risk the loss of a single day’s pack. 

“We are deluding ourselves and 
denuding our bank accounts. 
Production of salmon is not an end 
in itself. If we are to survive, that 
production must be at a profit. Un- 
less we change our course, we are 
headed for bankruptcy. 

“In my judgment it is not yet too 
late, provided we throw off this pro- 
duction complex and resolve to bring 
costs down to a level which will per- 
mit our product to sell at a price ac- 
ceptable to the consumer.” 

On the matter of contract revision 
and simplification he said: 

“Basic wages alone are not respon- 
sible for our troubles. Our contracts 
contain hundreds of discrepancies, 
conflicts, unreasonable — restrictions 
and overtime requirements.” 

Action of the Industry in notifying 
the unions that it wished to terminate 
the 1952 contracts, and “to modify 
all sections thereof’ obviously im- 
poses a heavy task of general con- 
tract design and building, as well as 
of negotiating the essential elements 
of wage and price which directly 
affect cost and earnings. 


4 Japanese Motherships 
Will Work on Salmon 

Preliminary plans for Japanese sal- 
mon fishing operations on the North 
-acific high seas in 1953 call for not 
more than four motherships, working 
with a fleet of 85 “catcher’’ vessels 
and 15 “research” vessels The 
catcher boats will all exceed 50 gross 
tons. 

Operations in 1953 will not be on 
a joint basis, as in 1952, but each 
mothership group will be operated in- 
dependently by a Japanese firm 

The expeditions are expected to sail 
from Japan in May. Operations will be 
confined to the waters found most gen- 
erally productive in 1952. 

It is perhaps significant that the 
requirements for motherships make 
no reference to their being equipped 
as floating canneries, but do require 
that they have capacity for freezing 
10 tons of fish in 24 hours. 
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Southern Sardining 
Yields Only Failure 


Fishermen and packers alike were 
ready to give up on the Southern Cali- 
fornia sardine season by mid-Decem- 
ber. The entire open period from 
October 1 had produced less than 
2,500 tons 

October saw only 1,789 tons deli- 
vered to plants of the Los Angeles- 
Long Branch district, with 34,821 
cases produced. November was far

One Japanese King Crab 
Cannery for Bering Sea 

Japanese King crab operations in 
Bering Sea this season will be limited 
to only one factorship, it has been 
announced officially in Japan. The 
number of vessels serving her, and 
the catch “target” have not yet been 
determined. Study of the results of 
the American fishing in those waters 
in recent years will largely determine 
these points 

The Japanese are said to favor 
initiation of a scientific study of the 
King crab resources of Bristol Bay 
by the International Commission 
which will be set-up when the Tri- 
partite Fisheries Treaty is effectuated

Packing Anchovies 


Anchovies were once despised by Monterey fishermen be- 
cause they gilled in the sardine nets and produced “Christmas 
but now they are well esteemed and are helping 
Monterey and San Francisco fishermen, cannery workers, and 
plant owners, keep the wolf away from the door. Anchovies 
started running last June, with a few in July. more in August, 
and a good run started in October and continued into winter. 
Some 10 canneries packed anchovies in tomato sauce in I15-oz. 
ovals and 5-oz. cans, among them being Oxnard Canners, Inc.. 
Monterey. where this scene was snapped.

Packs Other Fishery Items

some 16,886 tons of anchovies were 
delivered in Monterey, worth $708,402 
to fishermen. The pack has amounted 
to 422,150 cases worth $3,166,125, and 


Monterey’s Cannery Row staggered 
through the worst sardine drought 
ever since last July, with a dollar 
turn-over of about $6,671,223, accord- 
ing to figures released by George 
Clemens, consultant, Monterey Fish 
Processors Association 

Of this amount, $5,374,527 is money 
that changed hands in the anchovy 
canning business the biggest can 
ning in history of a fish that used to 
be a “pest’’ to fishermen, and wasn't 
canned at all 

According to canners, the margin 
of profit on anchovies is thin, and 
almost the entire pack was shipped 
to the Philippines 

Canners say that 300 persons can 
put up 10,000 cases of sardines a day 
but can only pack 3,000 cases of an- 
chovies in the same period because 
the fish are smaller than sardines 
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From July until 


the payroll to cannery workers has 
amounted to about $1,500,000 

Other packs in Monterey have in 
cluded tuna, herring, mackerel, and 
sardines. For the period July through 
October it is estimated that these 
packs have brought $1,295,696 into 
circulation 

There were 1,497 tons of Albacore 
and other tuna, which brought fisher 
men $449,100. The tuna pack amount 
ed to about 37,415 worth 
approximately $523,510 

Only 264 tons of herrings were 
canned but they brought $10,560 to 
fishermen, made up 6,500 cases of 
merchandise, worth $48,850 


cases, 
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Mackerel was canned, but most of 
it was trucked in from southern Cali 
fornia ports. It amounted to 990 tons, 
worth $14,625 to fishermen and 
packed out about 24,750 cases worth 
$185,625 

Sardines, once the backbone of the 
industry, amounted to only 178 tons, 
and they were shipped in from south 
ern California But fishermen re 
ceived some $12,000 for them, and 
they went into 6,950 cases

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Drastic Management Plan Oftered 
or Calit. Sardines and Mackerel 


As a result of a day-long meeting 
last month of the Sardine and Mack- 
erel Industry Advisory Committee and 
all factors of California’s sardine 
processing industry, it appeared that 
fishery, along with Pacific mackerel, 
jack mackerel, and anchovies would, 
with the approval of the legislature, 
come under a management plan de- 
vised by the Marine Research Com- 
mittee and administered by the Fish 
& Game Commission. 

It will be recalled that in December, 
1951, Seth Gordon, director, Depart- 
ment of Fish & Game, called a meet- 
ing at Monterey to which representa- 
tives of fishermen, plant workers, boat 
owners, plant operators and sports- 
men were invited. At this meeting the 
Sardine and Mackerel Advisory Com- 
mittee was formed. Its purpose was 
to see what could be done to better 
the sardine and mackerel industry. 

At that time the Bureau of Marine 
Fisheries proposed bag limits for sar- 
dines and mackerel, and this proposal 
has been debated in a lively manner 
during the past year. 

As a result of last month’s meeting 
it now appears certain the legislature 
will be requested to give full power 
of regulation over these fisheries to 
the Marine Research Committee and 
the Fish & Game Commission, and 
that these bodies have in mind season 
bag limits for all four species and set- 
ting the seasons that sardines may 
be taken. 

The committee would make recom- 
mendations for bag limits and the 
commission would make these recom- 
mendations legal, if the legislature so 
decides. 

A sub-committee has been appoint- 
ed and is now at work preparing a 
plan to present to the full committee 
and the state legislature 

The subcommittee is composed of 
John Real, Fishermen's Cooperative 
Association, San Pedro, chairman; 
Herbert C. Davis, Terminal Island Sea 
Foods, Ltd.; John Hawk, AFL can- 
nery workers and AFL fishermen; 
Vince Quarteraro, Santa Cruz, sports- 
men; Sen. Ed. Johnson, Marysville, 
the legislature; and Richard §S 
Croker, chief, Bureau of Marine Fish- 
eres. 

It was pointed out that, should bag 
limits be set, all phases of the fishery, 
bait other than live bait, reduction, 
and canning would be affected. 

The concern over dwindling sup- 
plies of Pacific mackerel and possible 
scarcity of anchovy and jack mack- 
erel was indicated by the Committee's 
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inclusion of these fisheries also in the 
management proposal. It called for 
investment of full regulatory powers 
over the four species in the fish and 
game commission, acting upon maxi- 
mum-minimum season and bag limit 
recommendations of the Marine Re- 
search Committee. 

The Marine Research Committee 
was formed several years ago and it 
directs the study of sardine life his- 
tory and oceanic conditions affecting 
the supply. The investigations are 
made by scientists from the California 
Academy of Sciences, Department of 
Fish & Game, Hopkins Marine Station 
of Stanford University, U. S. Fish & 
Wildlife Service, and the University 
of California Scripps Institution of 
Oceanography. 

The work of these agencies is fi- 
nanced by a tax on processors for the 
tonnage of sardines taken by them

Rich B.C. Herring Fishery 
Hamstrung by Price Split 


If British Columbia has a herring 
operation at all this winter it will be 
of comparatively modest proportions 
Fishermen and operators were unable 
to agree to a mutually satisfactory 
price at press time of this issue 

Under normal conditions, the fisher- 
men would have been out harvesting 
herring early in October, but at mid- 
December the boats were still tied up 
with little prospect of going out. The 
companies offered $5.75 per ton for 
herring after the fishermen had re 
jected earlier bids of $6 

The fishermen countered with a 
request for appointment of an arbitra- 
tion board by the British Columbia 
government and asked the companies 
to pay a $14 a ton minimum based on 
a total labor cost formula of a seiner 
packer operation 

This wasn’t satisfactory to the oper 
ators, who pointed out that quality 
of the herring declined as the season 
continued and they would offer less 
rather than more as time dragged on 
They also said they would not agree 
to arbitration 

Position of the operators is that 
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the market for herring oil has sharply 
declined, with demand negligible this 
winter. Meal prices have been rela 
tively stable, but as the only market 
is in the United States the B.C. com 
panies must now accept a lower re 
turn because of the loss in exchange 

To maintain the industry at all this 
season, the operators maintained, it 
would be necessary to reduce the cost 
of raw fish. They thought that $6 
would do it, compared with last sea 
son's $8.40, but this wasn’t acceptable 
to the fishermen although the oper 
ators claim that at that price fisher 
men earned in the neighborhood of 
$3,500 for two and a half month's 
work. With normal production they 
estimated the fishermen could make 
an average of $2,000 to $2,500 

To make operation feasible this sea 
son, the operators claimed, it would 
be necessary to operate with maxi 
mum efficiency and make an early 
start so as to take advantage of the 
herring's higher oil content at the be 
ginning of the season 

The fishermen were evidently not 
convinced

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San Carlos Canning 
Co. Sold to Howard 


The San Carlos Canning Co., Mon- 
terey, once one of the largest 
producers of canned. sardines in 
California (when there were any sar- 
dines to be canned) was sold last 
month to a syndicate headed by Lynn 
Howard, Pebble Beach. 

Mr. Howard was formerly asso- 
ciated in the automobile business with 
his father, C. S. Howard, who for 
many years was the distributor of 
Buick automobiles in California. 

Just who the officers of the new 
company that will take over San 
Carlos, will be or the name of the 
general manager, was not revealed. 

It is understood that the new 
owners are considering remaining in 
the fish canning business. 

The San Carlos Canning Co. was 
founded in 1926 by the late Angelo 
Lucido, who headed the company until 
his death, Peter Ferrante, pioneer 
Monterery fisherman, and others. The 
cannery has a capacity of about 6,000 
standard cases of sardines per eight 
hours and also has reduction plants in 
connection with it. 

Cc. D. “Bud” Day, who has been 
president of the company since Mr. 
Lucido’s death several years ago, has 
accepted another position, but has not 
announced yet what it is. He will re- 
main with the new ownership for 
some time. 

The price for the San Carlos plant 
was announced as being more than 
$200,000. The new owners purchased 
all the stock in the company, includ- 
ing that owned by Mr. Lucido and the 
trust stock held for his children. 

The San Carlos Co., San Francisco 
canned goods brokerage house, form- 
ed this year by Angelo Lucido, Jr., 
and Franklin S. Grimsley, Jr., will 
continue to represent the Velera brand 
of canned fish, packed by the San 
Carlos Canning Co. 


McCarran Law Clips 
Clipper-Manning Practice 


California tuna clipper masters may 
no longer leave home ports with 
skeleton crews; then pick up a full 
complement of aliens for southern 
fishing cruises, bringing them into 
home port with the traditional 29-day 
visa, obtainable through a U.S. con- 
sul 

The McCarran Immigration Act 
bans such practices, and was effec- 
tive December 23. It was reported 
several hundred alien Portuguese and 
Italian fishermen would be affected. 
Some have worked with the San Diego 
fleet for years. 

The new law, it was understood, did 
not affect resident aliens, living in 
this country. Last month, Harold F. 
Cary, general manager, American 
Tunaboat Association, was in Wash- 
ington, D.C., seeking clarification of 
this new law.

Mackerel Pack Tops 1.5 Million 


California reached 1,174,448 cases 
for its 1952 mackerel pack to Novem- 
ber, while in that month Southern 
California added 352,174 cases and 
brought the total to 1,526,622 cases. 
If the December pack was around 
average, there was a good chance 1952 
may have broken the all-time record 
set in 1935, when that state produced 
1,761,236 cases. The next best year 
was 1947 when 1,522,199 cases were 
canned. 

The Southern California fleet got 
underway for the final month’s fish- 
ing the night of December 4, following 


ending of the light period For 
November the catch was one of the 
largest in years, 16,886 tons for a 
pack of 352,174 cases For the 11 
months—-not counting Northern Cali- 
fornia for November~— 80,821 tons had 
been  brailed. Of this the large 
majority was Jack mackerel. 

Fishermen benefitted as the year 
waned, getting $80.00 per ton for 
Pacific; $70.00 for Jack Market- 
wise canned mackerel was still an ex- 
cellent-selling item. Pacific (supply 
short) was quoted at $8.00, talls, 48; 
Jacks, talls, $7.25 per case 





California Salmon 
Suffer from Drouth 


Serious concern was being felt 
among commercial fishermen along 
the northern California coast this 
season over the future supply of sal 
mon, as result of prolonged drought 
conditions in Del Norte, Humboldt and 
Mendocino counties. 

The 1952 fall season was one of 
the driest on record, with only a few 
showers during October and Novem- 
ber, contrasted with the normal sit 
uation when relatively heavy rain falls 
during those months. AS a conse 
quence, rivers and creeks throughout 
the entire region were at extremely 
low water marks, the streams includ- 
ing the Eel, Mad and Smith River 

Salmon moving inward from the 
ocean to spawn were stranded in vast 
numbers in the low water and along 
the lower reaches of streams, unable 
to make their way to normal spawn- 
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ing grounds. Great numbers died, 
others were forced to spawn in low 
water (with the possibility later high 
water may sweep the eggs out to 
sea) and law enforcement officers 
were kept busy preventing the spear- 
ing and gaffing of stranded fish, by 
law violators and persons ignorant of 
the situation. 

Meanwhile, a report issued by the 
Humboldt county office of the U. S. 
Reclamation Service, now conduct- 
ing a survey in the northwestern Cali- 
fornia area, predicted that low water 
may be expected in future years, at 
frequent intervals, following a _ pat- 
tern set over a period of past experi- 
ence. Vernon J. Hansen, in charge 
of the office, said that the flow on the 
Eel, one of the major streams, has 
varied from a flow of from less than 
50 cubic feet per second, during the 
late fall, to 350,000 cubic feet per 
second, at Scotia, during the last 30 
years.

SEATTLE TRAWL FISH TANGLE 
EASES A BIT, BUT SITUATION 
STILL TENSE AS 1953 OPENS 


Something like a settlement began 
to emerge from the muddled affairs 
of the trawl] fishing business out of 
Puget Sound as this issue of Pacific 
Fisherman's News went to press. Fish 
was coming to market after an inter- 
ruption, but confusion continued and 
there was a lot of uncertainty sur- 
rounding the Fishermen's Marketing 
Association and its activities as agent 
for the trawl boat fleet. 

In the meantime, the halibut ves- 
sels generally were reported to be 
holding themselves outside the asso- 
ciation, waiting for matters to take 
shape a little more clearly——and not 
being too keen about dragging dur- 
ing the holiday season anyway. 

Fish was coming to market, but in 
limited volume Dealers said they 
couldn’t handle more than a little at 
the prices the fishermen were de 
manding, prices which put the Puget 
Sound fillet houses at a disadvantage 
in selling against imported fillets and 
those produced at some of the Coastal 
trawl centers 


Old Union Ruled 
Not a Union at All 


The difficulty had its beginnings a 
number of months back when the 
National Labor Relations Board told 
the Otter Trawlers Union that it was 
not a legal union; and ordered it to 
cease functioning as such and rely 
ing upon the exemptions granted labor 
unions from the application of the 
federal anti-trust laws 


Seeking a way out of this dilemma 
the owners and operators of the traw] 
boats patterned their program after 
that developed under somewhat simi 
lar circumstances at Eureka and 
organized the Fishermen's Marketing 
Association with Carl Serwold as 
president and Nick Kulgis, long-time 
secretary of the union, as secretary 
and executive office 

Each member designated the 
Fishermen's Marketing Association as 
his agent for the handling of price and 
sales contracts 

Subsequently the trawl fish buyers 
of the Puget Sound area were served 
with a form of contract by the 
Fishermen's marketing Association 


2 Points at Issue 


Four companies signed the docu 
ment, but legal counsel for the 
majority of the dealers questioned two 
points; while the validity of the con- 
tract as a whole was subject to some 
doubt in the absence of judicial prece 
dent. Active objection, however, was 
raised on only these two points 

1. Requirement of the contract that 
purchasers buy fish exclusively from 
the Fishermen's Marketing Associa 
tion; 


2. Rotation provision by which the 


F’.M.A. could require dealers to accept 
trips from any of its member boats 
to the number of trips specified by 
the buyer 

Dealers who did not sign the con 
tract because of these two points in 
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formed the F.M.A. of the reasons 
while affirming their willingness t 
participate in any legal arrangement 
which would promote the orderly 
marketing of trawl fish in the Puget 
Sound ports 

Interruption of fishing ended early 
in December with the acceptance by 
the F.M.A. of such letters in lieu of 
the contract submitted. Mid-winter 
pre-holiday fishing naturally was not 
too general nor too heavy, and had 
only a relatively limited demand to 
supply 


Price Schedule Cripples 
Seattle Trade Competitivel) 
Looking into the spring months, the 
Puget Sound trawl business, fisher 
men and dealers alike, seems to feel 
that further problems lie ahead 
Principal difficulty as it often 
seems to be price 
Dealers declare that, with about 
150 Puget Sound vessels rigged for 
dragging plus a large potential in 
the halibut fleet the boats cannot 
possibly be kept busy at the present 
price scale This is because the 
Seattle trawl prices are so high that 
the operators can be competitive only 
in the relatively limited fillet business 
which goes along with their fresh fish 
trade. So far as the volume business 
the frozen trade is concerned 
Seattle operators say they cannot 
compete with imported fillets and 
those produced at some of the coastal 
ports where prices are lower and 
operating costs generally less

Boat Owners Form 
Marketing Assn. 


Independent dragboat owners and 
operators along the northern Cali- 
fornia coast recently formed a new 
organization known the Fisher- 
men’s Marketing Association. Manuel 
Figueretto, Fort Bragg, was named 
president and Noel Franklin, Eureka, 
secretary. The group 
28 owners. 

Purpose of the new association, ac- 
cording to Franklin, is to work out 
marketing negotiations with commer- 
cial companies at northern California 
ports. Franklin explained that it is 
not a “closed shop” proposition, since 
the organization is not a union in 
any sense of the term, but rather a 
cooperative marketing group. 

First action of the new group was 
to present the commercial dealers 
with a proposed new contract, com- 
mitting dealers who signed to pur- 
chase bottom fish only from the as- 
sociation members. Dealers generally 
balked at the proposal, some pointing 
out that it represented a virtual boy- 
cott of fishermen not belonging to the 
association.

Losses Rise 


To 28 Count 


Last-minute-news to PFN of the 
loss of three more tuna clippers has 
been received, based on a report to 
San Diego of December 7. All crew 
members were believed safe. 

The 103-foot Coronado, built in 
Tacoma in 1948, burned and sank in 
the Gulf of California. Capt. Vito 
Zottolo and his crew of 12 were 
picked up by a Mexican vessel. 

The 83-foot Sun Streak, owned by 
Jack Crivello and Lawrence Canepa, 
of San Diego, sank December 6 after 
it was rammed in the harbor of Paito, 
Peru. The vessel was fishing under 
the direction of Sun Pacific, Inc., 
which has extensive interests in Peru. 

The 76-foot Aztec sank December 7 
off Rosarito Beach below Tijuana, 
California. Capt. John T. Symons, of 
the Azetec, said the boat began taking 
water shortly after leaving San Diego. 
When the pumps were no longer able 
to handle the water. Symons, his 
engineer and the cook, took off in a 
power skiff. 

Loss of the three vessels has 
brought the loss of ill-fated San 
Diego vessels to 28 for 1953.

Columbia River fall gillnetting, 
which closed Dec. 1, produced con- 
siderably more salmon than a year 
before, but this is attributed primarily 
to the fact that in 1951 a strike cur- 
tailed a good deal of the early fall 
fishing activities. 

Observers generally believed that 
the actual run in 1952 was less than 
the year before. This estimate is 
drawn from combining the actual 
catch with the escapement at Bonne- 
ville to give an idea of the number of 
fish which actually ascended the river 

While fall fishing was good at the 
very start of the season, it fell off 
sharply and by the end the boats were 
not getting much over 150 Ibs. per 
night. 

The fishing season will open again 
Jan. 29, remaining open until March

Storms in early December held the 
fleet closely inside Moss Landing as 
skippers watched and waited their 
chances to get out for that “last trip” 
One of the longest seasons on record 
went steadily on and the men talked 
about putting up Christmas trees on 
their boats. Those that did get out 
between storms returned with two 
and three-ton loads and it all added 
up to the good tonnage figures for 
most of the Albacore fleet.

Murphy said plans are under way 
by private companies for construction 
of quick-freeze, ice manufacturing 
and cold storage installations. 


Maintenance Dredging 
Scheduled for Monterey 


Funds have been made available for 
maintenance dredging of the Mon- 
terey harbor, and the work will begin 
next spring, the U. S. Army district 
engineer from San Francisco told a 
group in Monterey, which included 
Councilman Shedo “Buck'’’ Russox, 
General Petroleum agent, and Horace 
Mercurio, secretary-manager, Mon- 
terey Purse Seine Association. 

The harbor was first dredged in 
1947. It has been done once since that 
time. 

Col. Henry Walsh, district engineer, 
told the group that his office had 
submitted a tavorable report on the 
building of a second breakwater in 
Monterey harbor and that it had re- 
ceived preliminary approval in Wash- 
ington. Next hurdle, he said, was the 
final approval before going before a 
Congressional committee. The delay is 
caused by presidential order limiting 
civilian public works to those essen- 
tial to the defense effort, he said. 

Col. Wash told the group that there 
were no plans for the further develop- 
ment of Moss Landing as a large har- 
bor; maintenance dredging and repail 
of the breakwater at Moss Landing 
are the only contemplated operations 
there.

May Aid Fishing Boats 


Possibilities of their new radar in- 
stallation on Ediz Hook, Port Angeles, 
Wash., is seen by Puget Sound pilots, 
who point out that in times of poor 
visibility the pilot station radar will 
make it possible to direct a rescue 
vessel to a disabled craft-—-and par- 
ticularly one unable to communicate, 
either because of equipment lack or 
disability 

The new Puget Sound Pilot’s radar 
is a standard Sperry instrument, sup- 
plemented by an _ Apelco_radio- 
phone supplied by Northwest Instru- 
ment Co. 

Sperry engineers say the pilot radar

Princess Pat cost the life of one of the 
crewmen, Andrew L. Morino, of San 
Diego. The loss of this clipper and 
the St. Agnes has brought the total 
of lost San Diego boats for 1952 to 
25 Marine underwriters and = sur 
veyors say this record has no equal 
in the history of the fishing fleet or, 
as a matter of fact, in shipping his- 
tory generally.

The sinking occurred near the Galapa- 
gos Islands early in December 

The San Diego tug Challenger was 
en route in early December to make 
a tow for the 125-foot tuna clipper 
American Boy, disabled in the Galapa- 
gos. It was estimated that it would 


take the tug 12 days to reach Tagus 
Cove at Albermarle Island. The clip- 
per is said to have 175 tons of tuna 
aboard. . .

Bay Superintendent, Dies 


Alaska salmon canning lost one of 
its sterling superintendents Nov. 28 
in the sudden death of John A. Head, 
superintendent of the Bristol Bay 
Packing Co. cannery at Dillingham. 

Mr. Head, who was 51 years of age, 
was stricken and died at his old home 
at Cathlamet, Wash., where he had 
gone from Seattle for the Thanks- 
giving holiday. He was former mayor 
of Cathlamet and his passing was a 
matter of great public sorrow and loss 
in that community, which had 
his life-long home 

His first connection with the salmon 
business was with the Warren Pack- 
ing Co., which formerly had a cannery 
at Cathlamet. He then went to Bris- 
tol Bay with the Alaska-Portland 
Association, a Warren interest Fol- 
lowing the sale of this company to 
Pacific American Fisheries, he was 
for 13 years foreman of the ‘‘Warren” 
cannery at Naknek. Subsequently he 
became superintendent of the Colum- 
bia River Packers Association's 
“Combine” cannery at Nushagak, 
there for three years until

this operation was consolidated with 
that of the Bristol Bay Packing Co. 
on the Nushagak, when he became 
superintendent of the latter’s big can- 
nery at Dillingham. He had held this 
post for five years at the time of his 
death. 

Mr. Head was a quiet man, but an 
exceedingly effective superintendent, 
with a lifetime of experience in the 
exacting fisheries of Bristol Bay. 


O. L. Grimes, Veteran 
Kodiak Canner, Dies 


Oscar L. Grimes, who had operated 
the Grimes Packing Co. in the Alaska 
salmon canning industry for two score 
years, died suddenly at Seattle, Dec. 
8, at the age of 74. 

He was born in Tennessee and went 
to Alaska in 1904. After engaging 
for a time in the mercantile business, 
he established the Grimes Packing 
Co. with a cannery at Ouzinkie. The 
cannery was sold to the Ouzinkie 
-acking Co. in 1951, but Mr. Grimes 
maintained the Grimes Packing Co. 
in ‘the business through the operation 
of the freezerships Alert and Reefer 
No. 2. These vessels engaged in the 
Bristol Bay freezing trade in 1951 
and 1952. 

Mr. Grimes is survived by his 
widow, a sister and three brothers.

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Spring Sales Stimulation 


To Spark Salmon Trading 


Salmon sellers in the final weeks 
of 1952 divided their attention be- 
tween two problems: 

1. Spot salmon selling; 

2. How to stimulate spring salmon 
sales. 

Seasonally, business was not brisk; 
but as good as could be expected, and 
generally with a healthy color 

Spring sales stimulus occupied a 
good deal of the attention and think- 
ing of the business during the early 
winter. 

At the December presstime of this 
issue of Pacific Fisherman the tem- 
porary committee headed by Vance 
Sutter to study and advance an in- 
dustry advertising and sales promo- 
tion program had made a lot of 
progress, and expected by the first of 
the year to be in position to activate 
the project. 

This program represents a mini- 
mum undertaking in the expenditure 
contemplated for the initial season, 
and will be limited to advertising in 
cooperation with other interested 
agencies, publicity in support of. sal- 
mon sales, and a broad plan of market 
stimulation through consumer interest 
and education. 

Following along similar lines, and 
planned in connection with the cam- 
paign, is a Canned Salmon Week, 
approved by the Association of Paci- 
fic Fisheries at its San Francisco 
convention, when E. B. McGovern, of 
McGovern & McGovern suggested that 
the industry re-activate Canned Sal- 
mon Week, which for many years had 
served as an early-Lent sales stimu- 
lator. After interested discussion, the 
McGovern motion was unanimously 
passed that “the Industry should 
undertake a Canned Salmon Week, 
starting early in Lent, under the gen- 
eral sponsorship of the Association of 
Pacific Fisheries with the sales or- 
ganization of its members and any 
publicity or advertising agency to be 
employed by the Industry to carry on 
the detailed work.” 

To presstime for this issue definite 
dates for Canned Salmon Week had 
not been selected, as careful scrutiny 
of the marketing calendar was being 
made in order to select dates which 
would at once be suitable but not in 
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conflict with some other promotional 
program of similar character. 


Marketwise, salmon selling in the 
closing weeks of the year was 
accented by quiet crystallizing of Pink 
sales at $20. Some goods were still 
to be had below this price level, but 
in shrinking quantity 

Imported Pinks from British 
Columbia apparently were command- 
ing parity with American goods. It 
is known, for example, that Canadian 
Pinks bearing one of the best-known 
American brands were sold in Los 
Angeles late this fall for $20.85, de- 
livered there. 

With fall Chum packing over and 
the production substantially less than 
had been anticipated early in the 
autumn, prime summer Chums at $16 
looked mighty attractive “Never 
under-estimate the power” of a $4 
spread between Pinks and Chums 

Cohoes, which have been somewhat 
draggy as result of Uncle Sam’s de- 
cision not to have some salmon, took 
on a measure of firmness from the 
steadier situation in Pinks 

Red halves are short. the pendulum 
having swung too far the other way 
from the plethora (good word for a 
“plut’) of these goods in the 1951 
pack. 

Pudget Sound Sockeyes are scarce 
in first hands as result of the pur- 
chase of selected stock to fill the de 
mand for featured labels

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Pacitic Oyster Points 


ACIFIC oysters are available to 
P the trade this season in greater 

volume and wider variety than 
ever before, it is pointed out by Mal- 
colm B. Edwards, of South Bend, 
Wash., president of the Pacific Coast 
Oyster Growers Association, which 
sponsors an active product-promotion 
and market-development campaign 


While Pacific oysters find their 
principal market on the Pacific Slope, 
they are sold quite generally as far 
east as Chicago and in a specialty 
way in Detroit and certain Ohio mar- 
kets. In these latter points a spe- 
cialized trade calls for very large 
sizes, which Pacific oyster producers 
are able to meet by size selection 
from their normal run. It is interest- 
ing also that these out-size oysters 
are generally packed in consumer size 
sealed tin cans a common enough 
practice in the East, but not widely 
employed on the Pacific Coast for a 
number of years 

While the great majority of Pacific 
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faster 


COLUMBIA RIVER PACKERS ASSOCIATION, InC., 
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oysters are marketed fresh or canned, 
growing diversity has been manifest 
throughout the Pacific industry, with 
the result that frozen Pacific oysters 
are available either plain or breaded; 
while frozen fried oysters are also be- 
ing marketed in a limited way. 

Oyster stew is available in canned 
and frozen form, and a number of 
packers produce fancy smoked 
oysters for the specialty trade. This 
latter product has achieved rather 
astonishing distribution on the Atlan- 
tic seaboard, notably in Boston. 

What is the “Pacific” oyster? and 
how does it differ from the “native” 
Pacific or “Olympia” oyster? from 
the “Eastern” oyster? 

The “Pacific Oyster” of the trade 
is an oyster grown on certified, culti- 
vated beds of the Pacific states, 
3ritish Columbia and Alaska from 
seed largely imported annually from 
Japan, although such importations are 
supplemented by natural spawning. 
The Pacific oyster, known scientifi- 
cally as Ostrea gigas, differs from the 
Atlantic or “Eastern’’ oyster in a 
number of characteristics. For 
example: 

The mantle of the oyster is some- 
what darker in the Pacific species; 
the shell is much rougher and deeper, 
resulting in a plumper, deeper, fatter 
oyster; the flavor is more definite. 
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The Pacific ‘native’’ oyster, usually 
known as “Olympia”, but occasionally 
by other local names, is a tiny little 
fellow. This oyster was the only in- 
digenous species in Pacific waters 
It is a specialized delicacy, averaging 
about 1,600 tiny oysters to the gal., 
although rarely the count will be as 
low as 1,000 to the gallon. Commer- 
cial culture of this oyster is now 
limited largely to the Olympia district 
of Puget Sound, from which it takes 
its trade name. Scientifically, this 
oyster is Ostrea lurida. 


Nowhere is the distinctive char- 
acter of the ‘‘Pacific’’ oyster more 
manifest than in the canned form. For 
some reason, this species lends itself 
particularly well to canning, for the 
cooking process does not seem to 
shrink and toughen the oyster. As 
a matter of fact, Pacific oyster can- 
ners in their effort to pack a product 
which is almost _ indistinguishable 
from fresh oysters in such use as 
fried oysters, stew, or scalloped, often 
open the oysters by hand, without pre- 
liminary steaming. This contrasts 
with the usual practice of opening 
the oysters by means of steam. Fresh- 
opened oysters for canning are first 
graded for size and quantity, then 
blanched momentarily in hot water 
before being filled in the cans. 


“Packed with the 
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Substantial Tuna Carryover 
Leaves Packers Unconcerned 


California tuna packers in 1952 
packed in excess of 8,000,000 cases, 
and closed the year with a carryover 
probably larger than the previous 
year, possibly better than 2,000,000 
cases. This due to a rather large De- 
cember pack, estimated at around 
800,000 cases. 

Packers were not worried about the 
carryover. Canned tuna was moving 


briskly for the time of year; more- 
over, now that the American Tuna- 
boat Association is a cooperative and 
will not permit its large membership

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Sardine-Type Anchovies Hurt 
By Rule Against Luxury Product 


An abrupt halt came last month to 
the progress of northern California's 
anchovy pack, when all but one can- 
nery in oMnterey and San Francisco 
closed down after anchovy shipments 
destined for shipment to the Philip- 
pines had been seized on San Fran- 
docks as ‘“mis-labelled” as 
sardines, 

About 15,000 cases were said to be 
held by the U.S. Food & Drug Ad- 
ministration under the authority of 
the International Trade Commission. 

Canners and exporters working 
through the national organizations 
and the Philippine embassy in Wash- 
ington, D.C., were reported pleading a 
hardship case, trying to get the 
Filipino Import Control Commission 
to waive the rule which forbids the 
importation of “anchovies”. 

Practically ever since the anchovy 
run started last June the anchovies 
have been labelled ‘“sardines’’ and 
shipped to the Philippines. One of 
the explanations for this is that the 
Philippine government will not allow 
import licenses for fancy anchovies, 
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such as fillets or anchovy paste. Ex- 
porters point out that the anchovies 
which have been going abroad as 
“sardines” are an inexpensive sardine- 
type pack. 

The section of the Food & Drug Act 
under which the “hold” order was 
executed pertains to labelling exports 
to country of destination. 

The section reads: 

“A food intended for export shall 
not be deemed to be adulterated or 
misbranded under the act if it 

“1. Accords to specifications of the 
foreign purchaser. 

“2. Is not in conflict with the laws 
of the country to which it is intended 
for export. 

“3. Is labelled on the outside of the 
shipping package to show that it is 
intended for export. 

“But if such article is sold or offer- 
ed for sale in domestic commerce, 
this sub-section shall not exempt it 
from any of the provisions of this 
act”. 

However, no canners have shipped 
anchovies labelled ‘sardines’ within 
this country. The fishing industry is 
maintaining that they are not mis- 
labelling anchovies. 

Up to November 18 the pack of 
anchovies at Monterey has been about 
422,150 cases, with several thousand 
more packed at Moss Landing and 
San Francisco. Since July the ton- 
nage of anchovies landed at Monterey

had been 16,886. The catch was worth 
some $708,402 to fishermen, and the 
payroll to cannery workers amounted 
to about $1,500,000 in the Monterey 
area.

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Breading Machine Solves 
Labor Cost Problems 


Pacific packers of frozen _ fillets, 
oysters, shrimp, and other seafoods, 
who have found the labor cost a seri- 
ous deterrent to the packing and mar- 
keting of ready-breaded products will 
find much of interest in a breading 
machine developed by George Harri- 
son, president of the Tilghman Pack- 
ing Co., Tilghman, Maryland 

This packing plant, which is one 
of the best known and most diversified 
on the Atlantic Coast, formerly bread- 
ed seafoods by hand--with all the 
common costs and problems attendant 
upon such an operation. Mr. Harrison 
reports that the machine has elim- 
inated practically all hand labor in 
the breading operation, and has also 
produced savings in material. 

The machine consists essentially of 
two pairs of identical white rubber 
belts. Of each pair, one belt carries 
the breading material and distributes 
it over the seafood carried in opposite 
direction on the other belt. Between 
the two pairs of belts, the seafood is 
carried in a trough, where it is bat- 
tered before again going into the belts 
for a second, and final, dusting. 

Thus the process in brief is this: 
pre - dusting; batter - dipping; final 
breading. 

The unused breading material is 
screened, reconditioned, and returned 
to the circuit 

Two operators are all the personnel 
required to feed and operate the ma- 
chine, a saving of approximately 20 
people. The machine is approximately 
30’ long and 4’ wide. Power require- 
ment is small, consisting of two 14- 
hp. motors on the belt drives and one 
14-hp. motor on the batter pump

Poacher’'s Attack Nets 
14 Months in Jail 


Thomas Atkinson of Metlakatla, 
skipper of the seine boat Miss Alaska 
was sentenced to 14 months in a pen- 
itentiary in U. S. district court at 
Ketchikan recently, following his con- 
viction of two felony and one mis- 
demeanor charges.

November mackerel! fishing in 
Southern California was for the most 
part lucrative--and the only revenue- 
producing fishery in the port of San 
Pedro, since the sardine season thus 
far has been a failure. On Novem- 
ber 7 the fleet delivered 5,000 tons of 
jack to the canneries this from 100 
boats. Few sardines were found in 
the catches. On the preceding day, 
however, the fleet produced about 
1,000 tons, mixed fish but mostly jack 
On November 10 the production of 
jack was only 897 tons from 23 boats 
Production for the remainder of the 
month was low, caused somewhat by 
stormy weather. 

To date in 1952 (Dec. 3) mackerel 
production (jack) is 76,775 tons as 
compared to Dec. 3, 1951, when the 
tally was 52,713 _ tons. Pacific 
mackerel production in 1952 thus far 
is 8,874 as compared to 11,978 in 1951, 
indicated a considerable decrease in 
the tonnage of this more-desired 
species of mackerel.
